OTTAWA, June 5th.+—At a time 
when the foundations of. the world 
seem to have become fluid, when each 
day’s events are fateful to the history 
of the world, the Canadian Parliament 
has thrown its war preparations into 
high gear. 


Expansion of War Effort 


There has been plenty of criticism 
of delays, recriminations from both 
sides of the Commons, suggestions of 
changes in leadership, and a_ sharp 
edge to debate in both Houses of 
Parliament. While, however, an 
atmosphere of this kind is natural 
in times of crisis like these, it is equally 
apparent that Parliament stands solid- 
ly behind the present expansion of the 
war effort and the determination to 
“see this thing through’’. 

The attack on the Prime Minister 
begun last week in the Senate and 
later carried on by Conservative 
members in the Commons, caused a 
flare up, but met with a solid defence 
and enthusiastic support of Mr. King 
from the whole Liberal party. The 
suggestion that Mr. King should give 
way to Col. Ralston as Government 
leader is countered in many circles 
by the argument that Col. Ralston 
as Minister of Finance is carrying out 
a most important job in the crisis, and 
that the aeons is now marshal- 


ling the country’s resources in full 
measure to win the war. 
Redoubled Activity 
With factories working day and 


. night and through holidays turning out 
munitions and supplies for our own 
forces and those of the Allies; with 
the launching of a great expansion in 
plant facilities; with the Government 
driving on towards establishment of a 
corps overseas, the third division 
being mobilised and the infantry of a 
fourth division being recruited; and 
with redoubled energy thrown into the 
air services, Canada is now answering 
the urgent demandsi\of the hour. What 
is demanded with growing persistence 
which will not be denied is that the 
Government and Parliament throw 
their full energy into the war effort. 


War and Ordinary Expenditure 
Interest, grows in the budget which 
will soon presented to Parliament.

PREMIERS URGED 
FORM COMMITTEE 
FOR PROVINCES 


Body to Deal With War-Time 
Emergencies Is Proposed by 
United Grain Growers 


VIEWS SET FORTH 


Recent War Developments Add 

to Complexity of Problems 

of Agriculture 

WINNIPEG.—Setting up by the 
Premiers of Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta, of an _ inter-provincial 
committee representative of Western 
Agriculture, to deal with war time 
emergencies arising out of develop- 
ments of the past few weeks, was 
requested by the United Grain Grow- 
ers, Limited, last week. Taking 
advantage of the fact that Premier 
Patterson of Saskatchewan and Prem- 
ier Aberhart of Alberta were in Win- 
nipeg in connection with the meeting 
of the Canadian Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation, the Board of Directors of 
the Company suggested that consul- 
tation take place with Premier Bracken. 


Seriousness Increased 

It was pointed out in the statement 
made to the Premiers, that war devel- 
opments of the past few weeks have 
added tremendously to the seriousness 
and complexity of the problems affect- 
ing Western Agriculture. A heavy 
blow has been struck not only at 
Western Agriculture but also at the 
whole Dominion by the loss of markets . 
formerly existing in territories now 
occupied by Germany, and by drastic 
price declines resulting therefrom. 

The need on the part of Great 
Britain for Canadian agricultural sup- 
plies, particularly wheat, bacon and 
dairy products, it was pointed out, is 
not less and may be greater as a result 
of these developments, and there is 
greater need of reserve supplies being 
maintained in Canada, to be available 
not only for British needs but in due 
course for the relief of populations now 
oppressed by German invasion. But 
the problem of maintaining and financ- 
ing such reserves without undue bur- 
dens on the strength of Western 
Canada and of the whole Dominion 
has been intensified, it was stated. 
Marketing problems must inevitably 
become more difficult, as well as the 
problem of maintaining a price struc- 
ture reasonably adequate for the 
proper functioning of agriculture. 

Other problems, it was shown, are 
certain to arise from directions which 
can not now be foreseen, which may 
demand wide changes in the methods 
and practices of Western Agriculture 
both during and after the war. Al- 
though each of the Western Provinces. 
has established a War-Time Agricul- 
tural Committee, the problems which 
must now be studied, it is stated, 
affect all three Provinces and can not 
adequately be dealt with separately 
on a Provincial basis.

Even today it is not yet fully real- 
ized in Canada that all that gives 
value to human life upon the earth— 
for free men who value freedom-—is at 
stake in the terrific battles in Europe. 

If it were realized, Parliament would 
not waste time in party manoeuvres. 
- Conservative speakers would press, 
with dignity and without an eye to any 
party considerations whatsoever, their 
demands for complete, mobilization of 
the nation’s resources for war, and 
Liberals would not fling the words 
“Fifth Column” at opponents who, 
whatever their failings in temper, are 
anxious to get on with the war with 
all possible speed. 

If it were realized, there would be 
today a universal demand that Prime 
Minister King’s promise to study the 
Emergency Powers Act passed in two 
hours and forty-five minutes by the 
British House of Commons, should 
quickly be implemented in plans for 
vaster and more efficient organization 
of our own productive resources, and 
their co-ordination in intensified na- 
tional effort. Much has been done, no 
doubt, in certain fields, in the past few 
weeks, but except in these fields, action 
still follows a comparatively leisurely 
pace, in face of the pressing need. 

It is not yet fully realized that only 
the Allied armies and navies and air 
forces stand today as the barrier against 
universal enslavement; that were the 
task of defence to prove too great for 
them to accomplish, hope would pass 
unless and until, to use Churchill’s 
words, “in God’s good time, the new 
world, in all its strength and might, 


sets forth to the rescue and liberation ” 


of the old’’—and to save itself, if it 
could, from a slavery imposed upon 
many more millions than its own, in 
other parts of the world. 

* * * 

We do not forget that in the last 
election Hon. W. D. Herridge issued a 
call for national service—of wealth and 
manpower. With his policies upon 
internal domestic problems we are not 
concerned; but he was awake to the 
vast proportions of the effort that 
would be required of Canada. We are 
not concerned with his peace-time 
policies now, but in regard to the mag- 
nitude of the-effort-that-would-be-re= 
quired of Canada he displayed uncom- 


tunately to some extent.diverted atten- 
tion from its wise demands for the 
mobilization of industry and the grant- 
ing by Canada to the Allies free of 
profit of the immense supplies | of 
mechanical and other equipment and 
products of all kinds needed in war, 
by opposing the sending of any forces 
overseas. That error can now be re- 
paired. We believe the Parliamentary 
group and the vast majority of their 
supporters must now wish to see it 
repaired. To repair it will be to stand 
with the Government of New Zealand, 
which adheres to a similar social phil- 


osophy but has from the first declined , 


to impose limits upon the extent of 
its contribution to the carrying on of 


this war. 
* * * 


The new British Government has 
imposed an excess profits tax of 100 
per cent not only upon the profits of 
firms engaged directly in munitions and 
supplies, but upon all industries so long 
as the war shall last. “Industry will 
be carried on for the community and 
not for private profit,’’ stated Clement 
Attlee, Lord Privy Seal, in introducing 
the Emergency Powers Act in _ behalf 
of Prime Minister Churchill. | 

How far can Canada go in the earry- 
ing out of similar policies? -We know 
there are difficulties. We are conscious 
that in making innovations care must 
be taken that the speed of production 
be not impaired, and that the machin- 
ery which in Britain can assure effi- 
ciency ‘throughout the national indus-’ 
try under the circumstances of emer- 


gency is not yet paralleled in Canada. 


Yet surely the war effort itself makes 
great changes imperative. It will not 
strengthen Canada in her national 
effort that corporations engaged in 
munitions production shall make large 
profits while the masses of primary 
producers and other Canadians face 
hardship. It is significant that accord- 
ing to statistics revealed by Nesbitt 


Thompson and Company, 243 Cana- 


dian corporations during 1939 increased 
their profits by an average of more than 
20 per cent over 1938 profits. Seven- 
teen textile corporations increased earn- 
ings available for interest and dividends 
by 122 per cent; sixteen pulp and paper 
firms by nearly 79 per cent; five iron 
and steel firms by 29 per cent and

The following appeared ¢ in n the Manchester Guar- 
dian Weekly on May 17th. Since then Jtalian 
forces have-been mobilized, and the Rome press has 
spoken repeatedly of “imminent war’. It may be 


.that when this issue reaches our readers Mussolini 


will have taken the plunge. But it is just possible 
that similar considerations to those here set forth 
by the Manchester Guardian may have restrained 
the dictator’s hand. 


If Italy intends ‘to be at war with us 
before long she is going an odd way 
about it. It may be necessary | to 
excite Italian opinion in favor of a 
war which would ordinarily be unpop- 
ular by parades and speeches, but 
usually it is found wiser to begin wars 
silently and swiftly and not lose the 
advantages of surprise. ‘The present 
temper of the Italian press and the 
enigmatic variations of Signor Musso- 
lini’s short speeches give us no cause 
at all for surprise if they should end 
in war. Yet the readiness is made so 
public and “pre-belligerency”’ in all its 
shapes is so well advertised that there 
is at least- reason to wonder whether 
some more subtle erd is not being 
pursued. 

Italy ,is the ally of Germany; if she 
does neh | lend her arms to the struggle 
the least she can do is to brandish them. 


-This alone is most valuable to Ger- 


many, for it gives us Mediterranean 
preoccupations. It may be that the 
angry shouting and marching, curbed 
one day to be doubled the next, is to 
prepare not for war but for a resolute 
effort to force us to relax that contra- 
band control which Italy finds so irk- 
some. Though it is best for us to 
anticipate the worst, general feeling 
in Italy, as shown by an article on this 
page today, is opposed to war. The 
Pope has spoken for the civilized West 
against the war begun by its enemies; 
- the Royal House exerts pacific influ- 
ences and the people as a whole have 
no taste for siding with the ancient 
northern adversary. 

Our tasks would be made harder by 
Italy’s entry, but it is indeed difficult 
to see what Italy herself could gain 
by it. If not ruined she would be 
terribly weakened at its end, whoever 
won. Germany’s victory would leave 
her at best a tolerated dependency; 
there is no room for two Roman 


‘Empires, and Hitler has claimed one. 


twelve base metal firms by 28 per cent. 
There can be little doubt that the 
size of these profits was due in many 
cases to the fact that for one-third of 
the year Canada was at war. 
This is no time for repining, or for 


-recriminations concerning the past. 


Upon the policies of western govern- 
ments which preceded the war the 
Leader has been on record year by year. 
But we know of no argument more fatu- 
ous than that of some citizens who to- 
day apparently take the stand that 
because statesmen failed, they, as citi- 
zens, should'do nothing to save them- 
selves from slavery. 
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War and Canadian 
Agriculture

If history repeats itself (and _ it 
usually does) a prolonged period of 
agricultural distress will follow the 
end of the war. Such a condition has 
developed after virtually every major 
war, and particularly during the past 
century and a half. 


After Last War 


Hearst Radio editors cited the program 
in each of their surveys and the 
Women’s National Radio Committee 
has given the program’ honorable 
mention on three occasions.

One does not need to look back 
more than two decades to see what — — —— — 
happened to agriculture following the 
Great War. Peace was declared in 
1918, and two years of inflation fol- 
lowed. Out of the succeeding 19 years 
not less than 13 have been unfavorable 
to farmers, in that prices of farm 
products have been below the prices 
of other products. In five of these 
years the difference indicated by 
comparative indexes amounted to 20 
points or more. In all but three of 
the years the discrepancy was more 
than 10 points. In only five of the 
19 years did farmers enjoy an advant- 
age, and in none of these did the 
advantage amount to more than 10 
points. 

In spite of the prospect ahead the 
farmers must go on producing. The 
call is for Canada West to keep the 
Allies supplied with food. The British 
grain statistical organization known as 
Broomhall is continually commenting 
on the tremendous importance to the 
Allied cause of the huge supply of 
wheat in Canada. 

Furthermore, there seems to be 
every possibility of Europe’s experienc- 
ing a catastrophical famine if war is 
prolonged. Millions of farmers have 
been enrolled in the armies of both 
belligerents and neutrals. The land is ; 
being neglected and ripped up by 
battling hosts, reserve supplies are 
rapidly disappearing, and this year’s 
European crop shows every indication 
of being a small one. 

- Belgium imports about 40 million 
bushels of wheat annually, the Neth- 
erlands about 22 million, Denmark 
12 million and Norway 8-1/2 million.

Since Madolf Hitler launched his 
real Blitzkreig a few weeks ago, its 
velocity has only been exceeded by 
the tremendous speed at which the 
Nazi Lie Factory, headed by Herr 
Goebbels, has been turning out material 
that must have caused Ananias and 
Baron Munchausen to turn over in 
their graves. 

This would not have mattered so 
much if the output had been destined 
for consumption in Germany alone; 
but the virulent poison of Nazi 
propaganda has been broadcast world- 
wide through the agency of D.N.B., 
official German broadcasting station, 
and, for a long time, had no real 
counteracting ‘medium to contend with 
from the Allied side. 
Some Improvement—But 

Learn 

Fortunately this situation has re- 
cently been remedied, to some extent, 
and the British Broadcasting Corpora- 
tion, prompted no doubt by changes 
in the Ministry of Information, now

in charge of Rt. Hon. Duff Cooper, . 


has metaphorically taken off its coat 
and waded into the attack. But it. 
still has much to learn if it wishes to 
completely offset the Nazi onslaught 
on neutral countries. 

A canvass of a number of shortwave 
listeners reveals the fact that few of 
them make a practice of regularly 
listening to London program because 
they find them lacking in entertain- 
ment of the kind which they are wont 
to enjoy and because the new-casts 
remain practically unchanged through- 
out the entire day. They also com- 
plain that the “news” is all mixed up 
with “talks by our observer’ and 
others. 

Puts on ‘‘Good Show”’ 

‘On the other hand it is pointed out 
that because D.N.B. “puts on a good 
show” it is likely to be listened to for 
its entertainment value, by those who 
are not so vitally interested in the war 
as we in Canada. 

For instance, Berlin has a regular 
battery of expert radio announcers, 
two of whom are said to be Americans 
and journalists, namely Fred W. 
Kaltenbach of Iowa, and E. D. Ward, 
who claims to be a former American 
newspaper correspondent. Both of 
these individuals can only he de- 
scribed as venomous in their attack 
on the Allies, particularly on Britain, 
but they are experts at their job and 
know radio technique as it is prac- 
tised on this side of the Atlantic. 

‘For his vitriolic and lying radio out- 
bursts Kaltenbach assumes a multi- 
piclty of roles, even going t the 
ength of posing as an Albertan, while 
Ward picks up British broadcasts and 
twists them to suit his own ideas of 
Nazi propaganda, thus giving his 
remarks, to those not in the know, the 
semblance of truth. 

Many other devices have _ been 
adopted by D.N.B., equally.obnoxious 
to all lovers of fair play, and though 
these subter!uges can easily be recog- 
nised by most Canadian listeners, there 
is_always-the-danger-of some of the 
seed falling on fertile soil, particularly 
as these Nazi broadcasters never lose 
an opportunity of pointing out how 
unemployed relief recipients are com- 

elled to suffer both poverty and 

umiliation at the hands of officialdom 
in democratic Canada. 


’ 


As to the German newscasts, these 
are framed in accordance with Hitler’s 
own dictum laid down in ‘Mein 
Kampf’, namely that the bigger the 
lie the more likely it is to be believed, 
especially in those quarters which are 
not in sympathy with the Allied 
cause. However, D.N.B. does separ- 
ate its “newscasts” from its propaganda 
talks, and this gives it the advantage 
of putting over its lies in the guise 
of ‘news’, even in quarters where its 
propaganda reports are likely to be 
promptly tuned out. 

While most people who have not 
short wave radio sets can now get the 
B.B.C. news reports locally, it must 
be remembered that there are many 
thousands of persons in Canada and 
the United States who do possess 
short wave radios and therefore get 
news direct from all over the world 
and are thus a-~ potential audience 
for all sorts of propaganda from the 
four corners of the earth. 

Let us take a few recent comparisons: 

BERLIN: The English workers 
have suffered such a psychological 
set back that they will never be 
able to recover for years from it. 

LONDON: Arthur Greenwood: 

British workers, men and women, 

will work their fingers to the bone 

to achieve victory. 

LONDON: The withdrawal (from 


as 


Dunkirk) was accomplished suc- 
cessfully «despite repeated aerial 
attacks. 


BERLIN: A million Allied troops © 


are complete surrounded and face 
surrender or annibilation within a few 
hours. ... Few of those who suc- 
ceeded in embarking on _ ships 
escaped the slaughter inflicted on 
them by the German air force. 
France is now in a state of collapse. 
Since Mr. Duff Cooper took charge 
of the Ministry of Information, how- 


ever, there has been’ a decided im- 
provement in the B.B.C. service. 
Two competent commentators -have 


been put on to discuss the significance 
of the happenings of the day without 
departing from the strict line of truth, 
and now and again changes are made 
in their two-hourly newscasts, but 
there has been no alteration in the 
style of programs and consequently 
no inducement to listeners to tune in 
and to stay tuned in to London broad- 
casts. 

Programs Should Be Continuous 

More pep. decidedly is needed in 
B.B.C. ‘entertainment’ programs, in 
line with the kind that are on the air 
from Coast to Coast in North America. 
More original programs are wanted, 
despite the difference in times; and 
fewer poorly recorded broadeasts which 
ean hardly be understood should be 


put on the air, Snappy announeers 
are a necessity to put them across, 
There should be none of those few 


minute breaks between programs which 
are now the order of the day. Broad- 
casting to Canada and the United 
States in the English language should 


be continuous throughout the day. 
GERMAN NEWSCASTS AND 
STATEMENTS SHOULD BE 
DEALT WITH IMMEDIATELY 
BERLIN HAS PUT THEM ON

year passed Parliament. Estimates 
for ordinary expenses of the Govern- 
ment totalling $448,000,000 must be 
added to this amount so that the total 
outlay for the year for which provision 
must be made through taxation and 
borrowing will be about $1,150,000,000. 
The estimates for the regular expenses 
of the Government were $77,000,000 
under last year’s figures, the main 
items which showed reductions being 
the deficit of the Canadian National 
Railways which stood at $15,000,000 
compared with $43,500,000 in the 
previous year, costs of public works 
at $15,000,000 compared with $82,- 
000,000, and direct relief expenses at 
$20,000,000 instead of $27,000,000. 
In addition there were savings in 
expenses on highways, national parks 
and in transportation facilities. The 
costs of services not connected with 
the war have been reduced as far as 
the public interest allows. * 

On the other hand the future ex- 
penses of war, with the nation’s free- 
dom at stake, cannot be determined. 
Modern warfare is mechanised. and 
it is therefore much more costly to 
equip a unit of any branch of the 
service than in the last war. There 
are also the aircraft, which play such 
an important part in present hostilities. 
While much of the growing activity 
of our plants is to provide equipment 
for Britain and France, and this will 


not constitute a charge against oyr own. 


finances, the production of our own 
equipment means a steadily mounting 
figure. The budget has to make 
provision for this. 


Taxation Will Be Heavier 


Undoubtedly there will be increased 
taxatidn, but on what items the 
increase. will be laid remains a secret. 
Luxuries will probably bear part of 
the burden. t the same time, two 
guiding principles may be expected to 
govern the taxation plans. One is the 
“pay as you go’’ policy which the 
Government follows, that is making 
taxation cover as much as possible of 
the year’s expenses. The other is that 
taxation must not strangle industry. 
It must be ‘‘economic’’. 

In relation to borrowing, the Gov- 
ernment has to place its loans with the 
Canadian people. Since May 27th

The Canadian Wheat 
sold 50,000,000 bushels of Canadian 
wheat to the British Government. 
The price received, it was announced, 
was ‘considerably above the present 
market’’, it is reported 80e¢ a bushel. 
The drastic slump in prices following 
the invasion of Holland and Belgium 
brought requests from some Members 
of Parliament that the Winnipeg 
Exchange be closed. The Government 
decided to peg minimum prices, but 
have also decided that the exchange 
should remain open at least until 
July 31st, the end of the crop year. 

Warnings are being uttered on a 


number of occasions by Members of. 


Parliament on the» danger of “Fifth 
Column” activity in this country. 
Brought up with the treasured heritage 
of free speech and free association, 
Canadians are loath to pay much 
attention to subversive elements. They 
are inclined to belittle warnings. 
But as Members have pointed out, 
the extensive and sinister use that has 
been made of the “fifth column” in 
Western Europe by the Nazis has been 
arousing the people of this country. 
While there will * no persecution of 
minorities in this country, the R.C. 
M.P. and other agencies will continue 
very much on the alert against treach- 
ery, sabotage and espionage.

Wheat Co-operative 
Marketing Act Under 
Fire in Parliament 


Criticism of the pli in followed under 


the Wheat Co-operative Marketing 
Act of 1939, and demand that it be 
abandoned, since they believed it 


served no useful purpose, was voiced 
by a number of Western members in 
the House of Commons last week— 
Messrs. Perley, Douglas. (Weyburn) 
and Quelch (Acadia). Mr. Douglas 
declared ‘“‘the best way to handle the 


marketing of wheat is through a 
Wheat Board giving the farmer a 
guaranteed minimum advance _ price 


commensurate with the cost of pro- 
duction,” and Mr. Quelch also de- 
manded a one hundred per cent com- 
pulsory wheat board. 


Wheat Co-operative Marketing 


Amendments to the Act introduced 
by Hon. J. G. Gardiner, Minister of 
Agriculture, provide that ‘‘any person 
entitled to a third of the crop may 
deliver under the act, as well as a 
person: entitled to two-thirds.” 

Mr. Gardiner stated that there are 
nine different selling agencies set up 
under the act. Some seventeen elevator 
companies have one common agency. 
‘‘Something over three million bushels 
was marketed during last season and 
up to the present under these different 
organizations,’’ the Minister stated.

The Canadian spring wheat crop 
now planted will become increasingly 
important as a factor in the world 
picture as the weeks progress. Of 
course, virtually all of this country’s 
spring wheat is grown in the Prairie 
Provinces, and the tentative estimate 
of the acreage, made by the Federal 
bureau of statistics, is 27,323,000, 
an all-time high.

In Good Shape 


At the present time the crop as a 
whole is in good shape due to wide- 
spread precipitation during April and 
May. The Alberta crop is somewhat 
late but growth has been excellent. 

The United States crop of winter 
and spring wheat may total 725 
million bushels. The winter wheat has 
shown remarkable recovery due to 
excellent growing conditions during 
May. 

In Australia the demand for wheat 
from overseas has exceeded expecta- 
tions, and that Commonwealth is not 
nearly as pessimistic over the outlook 
as it was a few months ago. The 
slowing up in the warfare against 
British shipping has enabled the 
Southern Hemisphere to clear out. a 
substantial percentage of the wheat 
surplus. Australia still has large 
supplies on hand, but Argentina has 
little wheat left for export. 

An intensification in the campaign 
of destruction against he carrying 
eargoes to Britain’ and - France _ is 
expected now that Germany has the 
Channel ports. Britain and France 
have millions of refugees and will need 
substantial supplies, as wheat con- 
sumption will be increased. It is 
important that these countries get 
plenty of wheat. 


Big British Purchase 


Last week-end Britain bought 50 
million bushels of Canadian wheat 
for $40 million. Apparently this deal 
was worked between the British agency 
and the Canadian Wheat Board, and . 
not through the brokers as has "been 
the practice in the past. The last big

G.B.—I would think your house 
would be completely exempt from 
seizure by any creditor under the 


Exemptions Act of this Province pro- 
viding no mechanic’s lien was filed 
against it by the lumber company at 
the time the lumber was supplied. 
If the lumber was supplied ten years 
or more ago, it is not likely the lien 
is now effective in any everit and the 
claim may be outlawed by the Statute 
of Limitations. However, I think you 
are fully protected by the Exemptions 
Act.

Farmer.—If the proposal. (adjust- 
ment) of the Board of Review was 
duly confirmed by the Board, then it 
becomes binding upon the Mortgage 
Company and cannot be changed by 
them if you comply with the Board’s 
Order. The important question there- 
fore is’whether the adjustment made 
by the Board was ever confirmed. 
You should have received: 

1. The original adjustment made by 
the Board, and 

2. A further notice that the adjust- 
ment was confirmed. I would gather 
from your letter that no confirmation 
has yet been made, but the Mortgage 
Company has protested against the 
first adjustment made by the Board 
and the Board has asked for a further 
valuation before finally deciding wheth- 
er or not it will confirm its adjustment. 
In that case the Board can change 
its first adjustment, as the Mortgage 
Company has a right to protest if it 
thinks the first adjustment was un-

G.C.—I suggest you write 
Chairman of the Board of Industrial 


Relations, Parliament Building, Ed- 
monton. He will advise you fully 
as to your rights under the Minimum 


Wage Act. In a similar case in 1938 
the Court held that a janitor did not 
come under the Minimum Wage Act. 
In view of that decision I think you 
would have great difficulty in estab- 
lishing your right to a minimum wage, 
and you can therefore only collect 
the amount which the Board has 
agreed to pay you.
